the previous record year. 


Government figures which show- 


ed this today place at 9S.225.000 
the number of man-days lost due 
to 
management-labor 
disputes 


during the January-through-Sep- 
tember period. 


For all of last year the total was 


38.025.000. 
Earlier 
peaks 
were 


28,425.000 
in 1937: 26.229.000 in 


1927 
and 23.01S.OOO in 1911. 


The Bureau 
of Labor Statitics. 


which compiled the figures, said 
the number of strikes and lockouts 
for the first nine months of this 
year totaled 3.575 compared with 
3,784 for all of 1945 


The reason for the big jump in 


man days lost officials said, is 
that postwar strikes have extend- 
ed for longer periods. 


BLS didn't begin 
keeping its 


present type of strike statistics 
until 1927, so no 
comparison is 


possible between the postwar year 
1346 and the postwar 1919 on the 
basis of man days of work lost. 


However, in 1919. BLS says 


there were 
1.160,000 workers in- 


volved in strikes. The figure this 
year may surpass that mark be- 
cause for the first nine months 
of 1946 the total involved was 3.- 
805.000. 


This is a difference of only 355.- 


000 struck workers but there were 
535.000 on strike 
for the single 


month of September, principally 
Ail" to the maritime and New York 
ttticking strikes, now largely set- 
tled. 


The BLS statistics show how 


strikes became more severe im- 
mediately after

The committee agteed unani- 


mously to send the armaments 
issue to the 51-nation assembly 
and to have it referred immed- 
iately to the assembly's political 
committee.

The proposal to put the ques- 


tion on the agenda was offered 
by British delegate Philip J. Noel- 
Baker as soon as the general 
(steering;) committee met at 9 
a. m., CST. 


"I accept the proposal of the 


representative of the United King- 
dom," 
said Soviet delegate Andrei 


Y. Vishinsky. 


No other delegates spoke on 


the question. 


The committee also voted to 


include the controversial Spanish 
question on the assembly agenda 
for 
full debate of the charges 


against the Franco regime. 


To Consider All Proposals 


Committee action on the arms 


issue was confined to the Soviet 
proposals, but it was taken for 
granted that once they came up 
the debate would embrace all 
arms proposals including demands 
by the United States that ade- 
quate inspection and enforcement 
measures be adopted along with 
any limitation action. 


These safeguards were expect- 


ed to provide the issue over which 
the major powers would clash 
when the debate finally started. 


Soviet foreig-n minister V. M. 


Molotov geeks to reduce arms and 
outlaw atomic weapons by agree- 
ment, 
but .Warren R- .Austin, 


chief of the U. S. delegation, de- 
clared last night that the United 
Nations must go beyond that to 
guard against secret armament. 


Russia to date has persistently 


rejected inspection proposals. The 
argument thus boils down to the 
basic issue involved in the pro-

' The UMW chief has indicated 
that a strike for higher pay may 
occur, despite government opera- 
tion of the mines but the govern- 
ment is anxious to avoid a shut- 
down of the pits which it seized 
last May during which it seized 
by the miners. 


Stock lards Trouble

A group of 13 Detroiters. devo- 


tees of the occult who will attempt 
to communicate with the departed 
wizaid at midnight tonight, today 
called in some guests with arched 
eyebrows. 


The hosts acted in deference to 


Houdim's earthly reputation as a 
foe of fraudulent mediums. 
The 


magician, who died in Detroit Oct. 
31, 1926, was a tireless exposer 
of fake mediums during the last 
years of his life. 


He also del-ghted m confound- 


ing: the skeptics. 


At midnight 
Thursday 
the 


[group will ask th^ magician to 
speak to them, or to signify his 
presence by knocking a book of 
magic from a table in a dimly- 
lighted basement of a magic sup- 
ply shop. 


As a conclusive test, Houdini 


will be asked to open a locked 
pair of handcuffs, the same pair 
he is supposed to have worn in 
an underwater escape in Detroit 
many years ago.
